The present method of treating hernia or 
rupture by injection is securing successful re- 
sults in selected cases, but can not be used in 
all cases. 

The technique consists of the injection of 
small quantities of a solution which produces 
scar tissue at any point desired, thereby filling 
in the weak area through which the rupture 
occurs. 

This is not an altogether new treatment as 
the treatment of inguinal hernia by introducing 
an irritant into the inguinal canal was started 
about 100 years ago by Velpeau. However, the 
method has been improved and a more satis- 
factory solution developed which accounts for 
the present popularity of this type of treatment. 
The results have been very good when the treat- 
ment was given by a doctor experienced in this 
special kind of work, 

This treatment has the support of the patient 
by reason of the fact that he can keep on work- 
ing while taking it, thus avoiding an operation 
with its incidental hospitalization. Most patients 
are thoroughly satisfied with the results ob- 
tained. 

The injection method is based upon the fact 
that when certain substances are injected, they 
will bring about the formation of scar tissue by 
the body throwing up a defense against them in 
the form of a strong, firm, fibrous tissue. A dense 
sear formation is thus brought about at the rup- 
tured joint, filling in the weak spot and strength- 
ening the support which restrains the hernia. In 
other words, the body is caused to reinforce the 
weak area from the inside. 

This is primarily an office treatment, the 
patient reporting for one treatment every 7 to 
10 days, for a period of from 6 to 8 wecks, during 
which time a rupture support is worn constantly. 
Although this treatment as it is now used is a 
comparatively recent development, it has been 
found satisfactory in many selected cases and 
within a few more years will possibly be more 
widely adopted. It is welcomed by the patient 
ho is naturally interested in a treatment which 
ises recovery and at the same time allows 
regular work to be continued. 

This particular method can not be used in all 
cases and the dec 1 as to whether it is to be 
erefore be left to the judg- 
ning physician. In especially 
re the injections are not feasi- 
ble, the examining p n may recommend an 
operation and patients receiving this advice will 
be glad to know that excellent techniques have 
been worked out for the surgical repair of rup- 
tured areas.

ANSWER: There are any number of physical 
causes which m serve to start the chain of 
ch re in nervous irritability. For 

»ye strain or hemorrhoids may be the 
ng point. Other physical causes are con- 
stipation, digestive disturbances due to an incor- 
rect diet, over-secretion by the thyroid gland, 
and a state of self-poisoning commonly colled 
auto-intoxication. In many instances the ner- 
yous symptoms seem to first appear only after 
llowed himself or herself to be- 
unduly tired. Any condition which in- 
duces continual fatigue such as working too long 
hours, driving one’s self at too swift a pace, or 
staying up,too late at night for the purpose of 
attending social affairs, may often serve to bring 
about the onset of nervous irritability. That 
fatigue factor is more likely to be important 
when the patient is of the type having a tendency 
to a high-powered sympathetic nervous system 
which reacts in an exaggerated manner to 
stimuli.

In fact shepherd dogs are second 

in point of antiquity only to those 
breeds used in hunting to assist 
man in obtaining his food. In the 
Book of Job we read: “But now | 
they who are younger than I have 
me in derision, whose fathers I 
would have disdained to set with 

the dogs of my flock.” The dégs| 
thus referred to however, 
undoubtedly very different from 

the sheep-dogs known to us today 

It is not until the eighteenth cen- 

tury that we begin to find pictures

There seems to be some con- 
fusion as to the name of this| 
breed. It may have been derived | 


from the Gaelic cuilean or culein,

English Words (1824) gives “Coley, | 
a cur-dog,” and another authority | 
in 1790 says that shepherd dogs in 
the north of England were called 
coally dogs. Chaucer refers to 
“Coll, our dog,” and it has been 
suggested thet Coll was the orig- 
inal name for the breed and that 
the “ie” was added as a diminutive 

The early specimens seem to 
have been considerably smaller 
than the show Collie of today. In 
fact the mejority of the dogs now 
taking part in the great sheep-dog 
trials in England are virtually 
small Collies, usually black with 
white, or white and tan, markings, | 
or tri-colored as it is called. There 
is also a separate breed called the | 


Shetland Sheep-dog which re- 
sembles the Collie in every par- 
ticular except size; in fact this | 


breed now contains much blood of 


the regular type. Although some- 
times referred to as the Scotch 
Collie, it is not definite as to} 


whether the breed was developed | 
in Scotlend or in England. It is 
probable that both specimens

There | 
are two verieties, the rough-coated | 
and the smooth-coated, with the 
former leading in popularity: The 
principal, if not the only differ- 
ence, between the two being in 
the matter of coat.

INTERESTING STORIES 

Many interesting stories are told 
of the prowess of dogs in herding 
and tending flocks, but most of 
them refer to sheep-dogs or shep- 
herd dogs, and it is often difficult | 
to know exactly to what breed they | 


| actually refer. Of late years I have 


seen very few pure-bred Collies at 
work in England. the dog preferred 
being much smaller and known to 
its breeders simply as a sheep-dog.
